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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose all the limitations recited in the amended base. Specifically, the 
prior art of record fails to disclose the combination of the active region structure 
configured by alternately layering comprising: the first layers provided in plurality which 
function as a carrier transit region; and a second layers which are composed of delta 
doped layers provided in plurality, which include a higher concentration of impurities for 
carriers than the first semiconductor layers, and which have a thinner film thickness 
than the first layers, wherein the first layers and the second layers are made of the 
same material which selected from GaN and GaAs.
